All About the Cooley Trade. 

WASHINGTON, July 25.—The Secre- 
tary isin receipt of a letter from the 
Collector of Customs, at New Orleans, 
covering the communication of Wil- 
om McCreery relative to the importa- 
ion of Coolies into this country, and 
asking for instruction of the depart- 
iment. He replies that MeCreery mis- 
takes him, in stating that the act of 


February, 1862, prohibiting American 


citizens from engaging in the Cooley 
trade, hag been abrogated, On the 
16th of January, 1867, a resolution was 
passed unanimously by both Houses, 
Ywngress the abhorrence ot 
the people of the United Statesfor the 
ecoolie trade; and in conformity with 
this. resolution, Secretary MeCulloch 
addressed to fhe Collector of New 
Orleans a letter on the 19th of Au- 
gust, 1867,0f which a copy is inclosed. 
in addition, article five of-the treaty 
between the United States and China, 
concluded at Washington on the 28th 
of July last, and which now awaits 
the action of the Emperor, reprobates 
any other than voluntary emigration, 
and agrees to make it a. penal offense 
fo take Chinese subjects from China 
without their free and voluntary con- 
sent.

Reporter — Are these Chinamen 
whom you seek to introduce here 


skilled or unskilled laborers? 


Mr. Koopmanschap— We have both; 
we intend to put men at the furnace, 
anvil, loom, and the bench. We have 
now a hundred men in the wool manu- 
factories in San Francisco. There are 
many in the pickle and preserve busi- 
ness. Some are making cigars. There 
are 60,000 or 70,000 in Cuba on sugar 


one or two o'clock. The circumstances and coffee plantations. In Peru there 


are about 50,000 on the plantations. In 
the. manufactories of San Francisco 
there are 10,000, and in the whole 
State of California about 70,000, all 
engaged in pursuits of every descrip- 
tion. 

Rep.—What is their character or 
disposition as servants? 

Mr. K.—-They are quiet, obedient, 
and most easy to deal with in the 
world. They are very apt at a trade, 
learning quickly and thoroughly.

They are trusty and faithful... 
Rep.— What wages would they re- 
quire? 

Mr. K.—From $8 to $12 a month as 
servants. They receive $8 a month in 
Peru, and those who worked on the 
Pacitic Railroad. were paid $35 per 
month. I would haye to hire them 
in China, to receive them ata low 
rate, and would have to make a con- 
tract with them or they would not re- 
main. I can furnish cheap reliable 
labor to leyee the rivers and water 
courses, open mines and marble quar- 
ries in the hills and mountains, to 
plant and cultivate fruit trees and 


per month. 
Rep.—How did the people receive 
you in the South? 
Mr. K.—The intelligent people wel- 
comed me. They said they wanted 
good, trustworthy laborers. servants 
in the household, and since they could 
not get them from Europe they want- 
ed to. take them from Asia, where 
there were thousands eager to come 
and ready to work. The poorer and 
more uneducated classes thought I was 
initiating a movement hostile to their 
interests. 
Rep.— Well, sir, had they not good 
reason to think so? Would it not be 
tothe disadvantage of the laborers 
South were you to introduce these 
Chinese laborers? 
Mr. K.—Nosir. I believe in and 
recognize the rights of all classes and 
conditions of men to contest with me 
estly and fairly for the fruits of le- 
gitimate labor and toil. If he is a 
Caucassian, Mongolian or African, if 
by either physical or mental indus- 
try he can accomplish fairly for him- 
self more than I éan, he has a right 
to, and to the earnings accruing there- 
from. Their labor only ameliorates 
mankind; it contributes to the benefit 
of society, If a Chinaman is em- 
ployed to build our houses and make 
our clothes we do not do it 4 injure 
the negro. It is simply a busines- 
matter. My profits are larger by em- 
ploying the Chinaman. ; 
' Rep.—Then you think the South 
would be bénetited by the introduc- 
tion of coolie labor?’
